ABDUCTED — BUT LAW HAMSTRUNG 

f l want my children back' 


Fourteen months ago, Jean 
Wilmot allowed her three- 
year-old son to go with her 
divorced husband for a last 
visit to the boy’s dying 
grandfather. 

She hasn’t seen her son or 
her ex-husband since. 

Mrs. Wilmot also has two 
daughters, now aged 14 and 
12, and she hasn’t seen them 
for the same time. 

At one time she had legal 
custody of all three of her 
children. Now she has a court 



order for the return of her son 
and there is a warrant for her 
husband’s arrest for the 
detention of the little boy. 

But no one can help and her 
lawyer has advised her to face 
the fact she will never see any 
of them again. 

“Here I am, a middle-aged 
woman with everything that 
has meant anything to me in 
my life taken away from me. 

“I walk into a grocery store 
and see a woman with her 
children and it’s sometimes 



just more than I can stand.” 

Mrs. Wilmot, now living at 
45 Boyd in James Bay, and her 
husband Arthur, were 
separated four years ago and 
have been divorced for three. 

She was given custody of the 
children and her husband was 
given visiting rights. 

About two years, the two 
girls went to live with her 
husband and he was given 
interim custody of them. 

The girls were persuaded to 
live with him, she said, 


because he bought them gifts 
and took them on a trip to 
Disneyland. 

But Mrs. Wilmot still had 
her son Jon. 

She finally went to her 
lawyer who obtained a court 
order which said her husband 
could not see the boy for a 
whole day, or have him 
overnight, because, she said, 
the boy’s health was suffering 
from his father's visits. 

"But one day he (her 
husband) phoned me and said 
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his father, who lived in Port 
Angeles, had had a heart 
attack and was dying. 

"Jon was the only grandso-.i 
and my husband told me that 
his father wanted to see him 
one more time before he died. 

"That was on March 31,1973 
and I haven't seen him since." 

Mrs. Wilmot went to where 
her husband was living and 
discovered he had sold his car 
and furniture and there was 
no trace of where he had gone. 

Since then she has been 
pounding on the doors of .the 
police, the prosecutor’s office 
and the RCMP. 

"But ev^n though I have the 
court order and there is a 
warrant for his arrest, 
everyone says their hands are 
tied. 

“They say that if I can find 
my husband they’ll serve the 
warrant and get my son back, 
but they say I have to find him 
first. 

"But I don’t have a lot of 
money to hire a private in¬ 
vestigator and I don’t know 


what else to do. I’ve tried 
everything." 

Mrs. Wilmot contacted The 
Express after reading a story 
about a session of the Berger 
Commission on Family and 
Children's Law which dealt 
with the abduction of children. 

She allowed her name to be 
used in this story because, she 
said, "it’s amazing how 
people lust won’t believe that 
it do&n’t really matter 
whether you have legal 
custody of your child or not. 

"It should be printed to 
make people aware that these 
things do happen and that the 
law, even if it’s on your side, 
just can’t help 

"We need more laws to 
protect both parents and 
children who are hurt by this 
sort of thing. 

"I can't give up. 

"They are my children and I 
can’t even send them a bir¬ 
thday card or know how 
they’re doing in school or even 
if they’re going to school. 

"I want them back." 



Beacon Hill school 
all in the families 


Victoria’s newest primary 
school. Beacon Hill, will be a 
family affair when it opens in 
September. 

Not just children will at¬ 
tend. Parents will also be 
required to go to school at 
least one day a month. 

And one parent will attend 
every school day all year. 

She's Pam Senese, newly- 
appointed principal of Beacon 
Hill. Senese’s two sons will be 
among the 115 children 
enrolled. 

"I’ve never taught them 
before formally, although of 
course I’ve taught them every 
day of their lives,” said 
Senese in an interview this 
week. 

The new school, third of 
Greater Victoria School 
District's alternative schools, 
was suggested by parents with 
children in co-operative pre¬ 
schools in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area. 

They uanted a primary 
school where parents could 


play as big a role as they do in 
co-op pre-schools, and which 
emphasized the activity- 
centred learning found in 
most pre-schools. 

Senese, a learning 
assistance teacher in 
Margaret Jenkins elemenuiry 
school, has had connections 
with the pre-schools for 
several years and agrees with 
their teaching methods, so she 
was a natural choice for 
principal. 

Other teachers haven’t been 
hired yet, but she expects 
several will have their own 
children at the school as well. 

Students are being chosen 
on a first-come basis, 
although those from co-op pre¬ 
schools were given first 
chance at placement. 

While they range from 
kindergarten to Grade 3. only 
the kindergarten class will be 
kept as a unit. The others will 
be in "family" groupings, 
with children of different ages 
in each "family.” 


"There'll be one room for 
kindergarten children . . . 
that’s the only area that’s 
going to be sort of sacred,” 
said Senese. 

The other three classrooms 
will be developed as a science 
room, a language arts room, 
and so on, which children of 
all ages will use. 

Learning by doing will be 
the method. Children will 
practice arthrimetic by 
making clothing patterns, and 
even by cooking, if Senese 
manages to find a stove. 

"My two boys do a lot of 
cooking and it’s absolulelv 
fantastic for learning 
proportions and following 
steps," she said. 

Social, emotional and 
physical development, and 
creativity, will be as im¬ 
portant as academic learning, 
Senese said. 

The old Douglas St. school 
building is short of teaching 
materials, but Senese isn’t 
concerned about that.

"Parents over the summer 
are going to be making 
materials," she said. She 
wants to bring together during 
the summer parents and 
children who have enrolled so 
they can get to know each 
other.

This year's parade, with 34 
marching bands, close to 30 
floats ranging in size from 
mini to maxi and more than 
100 entries was smaller and 
tighter than in previous years, 
although it still took close to 
two hours to pass any spot on 
the three-mile Douglas Street 
route. 

"It wasn’t accidental," 
said this year’s parade grand 
marshal, Wayne Rutherford. 
“We wanted to trim things out 
a bit and still keep the 
cream.” 

And it was a very rich 
cream that was kept, holding

tightly-packed spectators 
entranced and amused for 
much of the morning from the 
first squeal of motorcycle 
police sirens to the very -last 
clown. 

Widest eyes, of course, 
belonged to the young fry who 
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either ignored or didn’t notice 
the wheels beneath the floats 
and the drone of diesel engines 
in low gear. 

"It’s magic,” breathed one 
tow-headed lad who said that 
the only parades he’d seen 
before were "the Santa Claus 
ones on TV." 

Even old-timers had smiles 
on their faces and their toes 
tapping. 

"The bands get peppier and 
the girls prettier every year,” 
grinned one Colwood resident, 
standing with his family at the 
comer of Kings Road and 
Douglas. 

"It’s even worth the 
troubles you go through fin¬ 
ding a place to park," he 
added. 


Many of the families were 
toting picnic baskets and 
thermos bottles. 

"We always make a full day 
downtown," said one young 
mother, who even at 10:30 in 
the morning had a slightly 
frazzled look. "It’s not just the 
parade, it’s all the other 
things.” 

After the parade, many 
people moved downtown to the 
Inner Harbor area to the Hoo- 
Hoo Club's logging sports 
festival or out to the parkland 
lining the Gorge to watch the 
regatta and canoe races, a 
traditional feature of Queen’s 
Birthday celebrations in 
Victoria dating back to the 
1860s. 

The week of fun got off to a 
flying, sunny start on 
Saturday and Sunday with the 
biggest crowds thronging the 
Centennial Square area, 
especially for the May Queen 
crowning ceremony on 
Saturday and the Gay 
Nineties Frolic and costume 
parade Sunday afternoon. 

Other crowds proved 
Sunday night that they don’t 
roll up the sidewalks in Vic¬ 
toria at 9 p.m. when they 
turned out for the gala 
fireworks display and can¬ 
dlelight coronation ceremony 
at 10.30 p.m. 

But perhaps the most 
thrilling part of the weekend 
activities was the kickoff — a 


stunning and at times scary 
30-minute performance by the 
Snowbirds Aerobatic team 
based at CFB Moose Jaw, 
whose nine silver and red 
Tutor jet trainers thundered 
over the Beacon Hill park and 
Fairfield area Saturday 
morning at speeds ranging 
from 115 to 450 mph and at 
heights going from treetop to 
strataspheric. 

It couldn’t have been a 
better morning for such a 
display: The sun glinting from 
the fuselages and wings of the 
planes as they knifed and 
whirled in a sky as blue as a 
virgin's eyes. 

And it provided a starkly 
modernistic and slightly 
ironic contrast to the flash¬ 
back theme of the week's 
celebrations. 
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The three founding fathers of a proposed new organization 
of short people, eligibility to be restricted to men or women 
whose height measures less than five feet, have written to this 
department to publicize their venture. 

“In a world of giants the man or woman of short stature 
suffers many handicaps," their letter notes. “It is with the idea 
of trying to encourage small people to help each other in dif¬ 
ferent ways that we are now planning our club. Any assistance 
or advice will be appreciated." 

My advice, I fear, will be limited to the earnest suggestion 
that they break up the little gang right quick It’s not that I’m 
unsympathetic but simply that I think they’ll be creating a 
brand new problem for themselves through any effort to set 
themselves apart. 

As it happens, one of my friends is a sterling fellow named 
Konald Street, 37 years of age, and exactly three feet eight in¬ 
ches in height, who wouldn’t be found dead in an organization of 
little people. 

He is a bigger man than many who loom over him,

resolutely refusing to accept the accident of physique as 
anything but an extra incentive to be tall in the spirit. 

Like the equally limited organization of excessively tall 
girls, which 1 believe died a natural death, I've a hunch. that 
these short men have banded together because of a sensitivity 
about their size and maybe the wistful hope that they may be at 
ease with folks of their own dimensions. 

It might seem that there would be a sharing of common 
interests if there are, in fact, problems that arise from being 
under five feet in height. This, I feel, would be a false hope. One 
might as well form an organization of people with large noses or 
bald men or cross-eyed men. 

In any event, the urge to organize could only serve to in¬ 
crease that sensitivity by voluntarily setting themselves apart 
as “different". 

I would not wish to join an organization of people with large 
noses because I do not care to admit that this is a handicap. If I 
were four feet in height I would not consciously seek the com¬ 


pany of other four-foot men and thus admit that it was a 
liability. 

My friend Konnie has proven that to me. He is neither 
defiant nor self-pitying about his size, but simply accepts it 
graciously, thankful that fate has spared him from the wide 
variety of more crippling disabilities. 

Every man. he believes, has some deficiency that he must 
learn to live with, whether it shows or not, and size alone is a 
serious handicap only if a man chooses to think of it that way. 

That fact is, I am opposed to all such organizations of 
special interests or minority groups that tend to separate them 
from the main stream of life. 

I oppose religious or racial organizations where the 
members are really trying to escape, to find a protective 
coloring among their fellows. 

I oppose organizations that put up any kind of barriers or 
which come into existence mainly because their membership 
shares an irritation or a fad. 

I’m cool to every Junior League, all Caledonian societies, 


all businessmen's service clubs, all groups which erect walls of 
limiting interests and aims. 

I have never been a joiner simply because the things I am 
asked to join are always an invitation to insularity. 

When B’nai B’rith opens its membership to the Mac- 
Tavishes and the St. Andrew's Society opens its membership to 
the Cohens I will start getting interested in belonging. 

It strikes me that when the five-foot people meet in one hall 
and the seven-foot people meet in another they merely en¬ 
courage prejudices and ignorance which is a disservice to 
themselves and to those who are unlike them. They’d all be 
better off to join their local United Nations society. 

I’m always astonished at how people will seek out others of 
their own pursuasion or limitations to huddle together, as it 
were, in the safety of numbers. 

The classic case was an Organization of Individualists, a 
complete non sequitur in the world of group identity which, I'm 
happy to say, folded as swiftly as will. I hope, this proposed club 
of the short people.

CP Rail will introduce a seven per cent passenger fare in¬ 
crease May 23 to cover the spiralling cost of diesel fuel, boosting 
to $3.10 from $2.90 the cost of a E and N Railway ticket from 
Victoria to Duncan. 

CP Rail last week notified the Canadian Transport Com¬ 
mission of the increase — called the diesel fuel surcharge. 

The new price of a ticket from Victoria to Courtenay will be 
increased from $10.20 to $10.95. 

A Canadian National spokesman, however, said that 
railway has no plans to introduce a similar increase.

Shell raises gas prices 
despite request by B.C. 


It was still possible Monday 
to buy a gallon of regular gas 
for less than 50 cents — 
although you might have had 
to use a couple of gallons to 
find one of the few and far 
between stations offering it. 

Spokesmen for Gulf Oil of 
Canada said on the weekend 
that prices at their two self- 
serve locations in the Greater 
Victoria area would not be 
hiked until later this week. 


Employees at both the 
Douglas and Hillside and 
Belmont Park stations 
reported "heavier than usual" 
business as motorists scurried 
to top tanks at prices almost 
20 cents a gallon cheaper than 
at most other outlets. 

Meanwhile, one major chain 
— Shell Oil — has defied a 
provincial government 
request to limit gasoline price 
increases to eight cents a 


HEAT COSTS SOAR 

Schools need 
more insulation 


Heating Victoria schools 
will be impossible in five 
years if better insulated 
school buildings aren’t con¬ 
structed, a local school board 
official said this week. 

Many local schools are 
constructed without proper 
thermal insulation and they 
waste energy because they 
don’t hold heat, Sig Dietze, 
Greater Victoria school board 
director of construction and 
maintenance, told trustees. 

With heating oil prices 
soaring, better constructed 
buildings that hold heat will 
become crucial, Dietze said. 

Heating oil used by the 
school board this week 
jumped from 22 to 30 cents per 
gallon, which will cost the 
board an extra $140,000 this 
year. The same oil cost only 13 
cents a gallong in November. 

The board is expected to ask 
the provincial government for 
extra money to update inef¬ 


ficient heating plants in 
schools and poorly insulated 
old buildings, due to the rising 
oil prices. 


gallon by boosting its 
wholesale price to stations by 
8.8 cents. 

The company says it prefers 
to follow federal guidelines 
holding increases to 9.2 cents 
a gallon rather than the lower 
provincial ones. 

Following consultations 
Friday between Shell officials 
and members of the B.C. 
Energy Commission, At¬ 
torney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said he hoped the 
company would reconsider its 
position. 

Dr. Andrew Thompson, 
chairman of the commission, 
indicated the province had a 
certain amount of clout behind 
its request. 

“We’ve cleared it with the 
federal 1 people that the 
province has jurisdiction and 
we re making sure Shell gets 
the message,” Thompson 
said. 

If the company — one of 
Canada's Big Three oil 


conglomerates — refuses to 
comply. Thompson added, 
“they might find it very hard 
to compete.” 

Negotiations with the 
company are continuing, 
Macdonald told a press 
conference, and a decision 
from the firm is expected 
possibly today.

New teaching method 
angers some parents 


Two families are preparing 
to withdraw their children 
from Northridge elementary 
school after a year long fight 
against new teaching methods 
in the school. 

“I certainly feel it has been 
a lost year," said one parent, 
who wouldn’t let her name be 
used for fear of retaliation on 
her children. 

She and her husband have 
two children at the* school, and 
withdrew a third last October 
and put him in Glanford 
elementary, just five blocks 
away. The two others will 
follow in September, she 
hopes. 

The other couple has four 
children at Northridge and 
they are hoping to transfer 
them to Glanford in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Northridge got a new 
principal last fall. Janet Mort 
of Port Alberni, known for her 
progressive ideas in 
education 

She has been introducing 
these ideas at Northridge. 
replacing normal classroom 
arrangements with reading 
corners and science rooms. 

Students are given weekly 
contracts under which they 
agree to complete certain 
schoolwork and are left to 
work on it on their own. 

“This whole philosophy is 
very poor for children because 
it gives them a wrong idea of 
what life is really like." said 
one of the unhappy parents. 

Northridge is now lacking in 
discipline, she claimed. 

“I certainly noticed a 
change in my children's at¬ 
titude at home." She thinks 
one child may have to repeat 
his year. 

"Our school was so 
SMiisfactory up to this year, 
and they didn't warn us of any 
change." she said. When the 
innovations began, they were 
a "rude awakening " 

The two couples have 
protested the changes to 
school board officials and 
tried unsuccessfully to rally 
other parents to join them. 

She said once their ob¬ 
jections became known, 
children of both families got 
“a hard time" from other 
children at school. 

Principal Mort said only 
three families in the school 
have opposed the innovations. 


and they've been protesting 
all year. 

She said she expects to lose 
about three children over 
philosophical differences in 
June, but already has 25 on a 
waiting list. 


The problems of Northridge 
are in a way unique because, 
although it resembles in some 
ways Sundance elementary, 
Northridge parents enrolling 
children last summer didn't 


realize that innovations were 
about to be introduced. 

Sundance parents 
deliberately chose their school 
because of its stated "less- 
structured" philosophy. 


Sex, consumer 
courses slated 


A family life education 
program from Grade 1 
• through Grade 12 will begin in 
Saanich School District in 
September. 

The program. called 
Dimensions in living, will 
cover sex education, con¬ 
sumer education, biology, 
emotional development and 
growing up. 

•Preparing children 
socially for tomorrow's 
world” is object of the 
program, said Robert Taylor, 
district director of instruction. 

From Grade 1 to 6 teachers 
will incorporate family life 
into their other classes, using 
a method called the 
“teachable moment." 

This meaas there will be no 
set time for family life 
education, but when a child 
asks a question about growing 
up. about families, or about 
the body the teacher will be 
ready to use that question as 
an opportunity for teaching. 

In elementary grades 
children will look chiefly at 
reproduction in nature, at life 
cycles, at living in families, 
making friends and un¬ 
derstanding feelings. 

At Grade 7 and 8 level, sex 
education and consumer 
education are given more 
emphasis. 

In Grade 9 dating problems 
will be discussed, in Grade 10 
courtship and marriage In 
Grade 11 students look at 
ethics, communication, love, 
sex within and outside 
marriage, venereal disease 
and family planning 

Consumer education will be 


stressed in all high school 
grades, said Taylor. 

"We're going to hit this very 
hard," he said. Dimensions in 
Living will be taught in formal 
classes from Grade 7 up. 

It will be an elective course 
in high school, but Taylor said 
the school board hopes most 
students will choose it so it can 
eventually replace guidance 
classes.

Housing completion 
figures up by half 

Greater Victoria showed a whopping 55 per cent gain in 
housing completions in the first quarter of this year compared 
with the same quarter a year ago, says Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. 

Throughout British Columbia, housing construction was 
substantially ahead in the first three months of 1974 over the 
corresponding period 12 months ago. 

On the provincial scene, the corporation reports single 
starts numbered 4,537, up 37 per cent, and multiple starts 2,539, 
an increase of 42 per cent. 

In the smaller centres and rural areas of B.C., starts and 
completions showed gains of about 65 per cent. 

Both Greater Victoria and Greater Vancouver showed gains 
in total starts of over 20 per cent. In completions. Greater 
Vancouver was only 9 per cent ahead of last year but Greater 
Victoria showed a 55 per cent jump.

Murder charge trial Wednesday

Russia, an ally of India, said the test was a “peaceful” 
explosion. 

There was no immediate reaction from the United States.

For the first time in 16 
years, France officially is 
without a Gaullist govern¬ 
ment. 

Valery Giscard D’Estaing 
scored a narrow victory — the 
margin was one per cent of the 
popular vote — over Com¬ 
munist-backed Socialist 
Francois Mitterand in Sun¬ 
day’s presidential runoff. The 
runoff was necessary after 
neither candidate obtained a 
clear majority two weeks ago. 

D'Estaing, a Conservative, 
was declared the winner when 
Mitterand conceded even 
before ballots were counted 
from outside Metropolitan 
France. 

It was France’s closest 
presidential runoff in history 
as experts expected the result 
to remain indefinite until 
returns were received from 10 
French overseas territories, 
including Guadalope and St. 
Pierre et Miquelon, in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 

Even the computers had 
troubles in forecasting the 
result, giving the victory to 
D’Estaing with a percentage 
of 50.9. Computers in France 
have a remarkably accurate 
record in predicting election 
finishes. 

In Australia. 34 hours after 
the count started, officials 
said it might be as long as 10 
days before the complete 
results for the lower House of 
Representatives are known. 
And it could be several weeks 
before the count for the upper 
house is finally tabulated.

'Cop' takes the loot 


Patricia not 
among victims 


LOS ANGELES - Police 
raided a second house here 
Sunday in an effort to flush out 
members of the so-called 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
after it was learned that 
kidnapped newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst was not 
among six victims found in the 
charred ruins of another 
house where a gun battle and 
fire broke out Friday. 

Discovery of the sixth body 
Sunday triggered fears it 
might be that of Miss Hearst, 
but an autopsy and check of 
dental records showed it to be 
that of Valerie Hall. 

Meanwhile, an FBI 
spokesman said Sunday night 
Miss Hearst now is considered 
a fugitive from justice and is 
being sought for illegal use of 
an automatic weapon. 

The house was the site of a 
massive shoot-out Friday 
between an army of 
policemen and a handful of 
people, men and women, 
thought to be the core of the 
so-called Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 

Five charred bodies were 
recovered earlier after the 
house was set alight by a 
blizzard of small arms fire 
and burned to the ground. 

Among those believed to 
have died in the gun battle is 
SLA leader Donald DeFreeze, 
alias General Field Marshall 
Cinque. 

During the gun fight police 
said they saw two women’s 
bodies — one black and one 
white — lying in a hallway as 
the house burned. Am¬ 
munition belts on their bodies 
exploded in the heat of the 
fire. 

Three other bodies were 
found underneath the house 
near air vents, one of them 
reported to be another 
woman. 

Those in the house fought 
back fiercely after being 
surrounded by an estimated 
500 heavily armed officers. 

“It was a war, no other way 
to describe it,” said police 
commander Peter Hagen. 
Officers fired volley after 
volley of tear gas, shotgun and 
automatic rifle fire into the 
frame building. 

Some of the return fire was 
thought to have been from a 
.50-calibre machine gun. 

“It was just like Vietnam,” 
said a flak-jacketed officer 
with a gas mask. 


Cominco 

fined 

$ 10,433 


VANCOUVER - Cominco 
Ltd. has been hit by the Work¬ 
man's Compensation Board 
with a $10,433 penalty for 
failing to comply with a board 
of health order. 

It followed two other 
penalties of $4,695 and $550 
levied earlier this year. 

The latest penalty was for 
failing to provide a vacuum 
cleaning station for removing 
accumulated lead dust from 
employees' clothing. The 
company admitted it had not 
complied, arguing it has not 
yet been able to find or design 
a satisfactory system. 

The board, which also has 
imposed a further $5,216 
penalty each month until the 
order is obeyed, said Cominco 
has never appealed the order 
nor asked for any variation. 



Dead leader DeFreeze 


A woman who emerged 
from the house after it caught 
fire said there were five 
people inside — a black man, 
a black woman and three 
white women. 

“They held me, they held 
me,” she was heard saying 
and was taken away in an 
ambulance, apparently 
suffering from gunshot 
wounds. 

The shoot-out is the latest 
bizarre development in a 
story which hit the headlines 
Feb. 4 when Patty was kid¬ 
napped from her Berkeley 
apartment. 

The SLA claimed crediT for 
the act and later, after 
prolonged negotiations, forced 
her father, millionaire 
publisher Randolph Hearst, to 
distribute millions of dollars 
of food to California's needy 
as a condition of her release. 

Still later, Patty claimed in 
a taped message she had 
joined the SLA but authorities 
have suggested she may have 
done so under duress. 



OSAKA. Japan — A man 
who identified himself as a 
policeman called a bank here 
just after closing time to alert 
the staff that a fellow officer 
would soon be playing the part 
of a robber as part of a police 
drill. 

He asked the bank 
authorities to comply witfi the 
robber's demands and said 
police would be “arresting” 
him as he left the bank 

Sure enough, a masked 
robber appeared at the bank 
and demanded $143,000. Bank 
clerks handed it over Several 
days later they were still 
waiting for the “arrest” and 
their cash. 


LISBON — Ceasefire talks 
will open in London Saturday 
between Portugal’s new 
rulers and the guerrillas 
fighting in Portugese Guinea. 

The first major break¬ 
through in the 13-yea r-old 
guerrilla war was seen as a 
possible key to ending similar 
wars in Portugal’s two other 
African territories, 
Mozambique and Angola. 


OTTAWA — Lucien 
Lamoureux, Speaker in the 
House of Commons since 1973, 
announced on the weekend he 
would not be contesting the 
July 8 general election. 
Lamoureux is an independent 
member of Parliament for 
Stormont-Dundas, Ontario, 
and he said his decision not to 
continue in office was made 
for family and personal 
reasons. 


VANCOUVER - Because 
ordinary guards were not able 
to prevent people putting their 
names or messages in fresh 
concrete at the Granville 
Mall, contractors have hired 
dogs to do the job. 

“We tried normal guards,” 
said Al Staines, project 
manager, “but it’s an im¬ 
possible situation.” 

He said even four ordinary 
guards were not enough to 
prevent dozens of people from 
marking the 500-foot strips of 
fresh concrete which are laid 
daily.

CLC chief social reformer 


A union leader who reads 
escapist books, a former 
chokerman who digs 
Beethoven and Bacharach. 
the first West Coaster to 
become president of the 
Canadian Labor Congress. 

That’s Joe Morris. 

Short and stocky, he hasn’t 
changed much to look at in the 
20 years since he was a 
Ladysmith alderman. 

And his philosophy is much 
the same; unions must take 
more interest and initiate 
more action in such matters 
as housing, and community 
clinics, for instance, rather 
than sticking to the narrow 
concerns of working life. 

There’s something of the 
“local boy makes good’’ in the 
story of this man who, at 
nearly 60, hopes to spend four 
years in his CLC office in 
Ottawa before retirement. 

He started out in the union 
movement in the early 1930s 
as a so-called “walking 
delegate,” or voluntary 
organizer, with the Lumber 
and Sawmill Workers of the 
old Union League. 

He worked in the woods 
around his home town of 
Ladysmith, in most capacities 
from scaler to chokerman. 
and acting as job steward on 
most sites. 

He joined the International 
Woodworkers of America in 
the ’40s, combining his union 
and civic interests in 1946 


Morris has come a long way from Ladysmith 


when he started a six-year 
stint as Ladysmith alderman. 

“I still think we need to 
further our interests in 
community affairs,’’ said 
Morris. “A worker doesn't 
live for just the eight hours a 
day that he's at work. Unions 
shouldn't just be pressing the 
government for action. They 
should be acting themselves ” 


He is proud of the co¬ 
operative housing develop¬ 
ments and co-operative 
medical centres started by 
some unions. 

By 1948 Morris was working 
his way up through union 
ranks, becoming first 
president of the Ladysmith 
IWA sub-local, then president 
of the local union, and in 1949 


vice- 

IWA’s 


he won election ; 
president of the 
regional council. 

The list of offices goes on — 
president of the IWA regional 
council, member of the 
executive council of the CLC, 
vice-president of the B.C. 
Federation of Labor. 

In 1962 Morris left the west 
coast to live in Ottawa 


Gambits 




There seems to be no end to 
Vancouver Island players’ 
successes on the provincial 
chess scene. 

As reported earlier, the B.C. 
Class Championship in 
Vancouver turned out to be an 
almost all-island affair, to the 
great surprise of everyone. 

But there was anpther 
t Tnament in Vancouver — 


the schools' championship — 
which also underlined the 
emergence of Vancouver 
Island as a power in B.C. 
chess. 

According to Steve Harding 
of Central junior high school, 
his team breezed through the 
tournament with a perfect 5-6 
score — five matches, five 
victories. 

That’s a real ac¬ 


complishment for any Island 
chess team, especially con¬ 
sidering Central is a junior 
high school. 

Victoria high school took 
second place while the best 
any other team could do was 
Vancouver Technical School's 
third-place finish. 

The Central team consisted 
of Terry Wong on the first 
board, scoring and 


Joseph Leung on the second 
board, posting a 4-1 result. 

Identical 4-1 scores were 
chalked up on third and fourth 
boards for Central — John 
Achadinha and Jeremy 
Rogers, respectively — while 
Scott Wright on the fifth board 
did 3' 2 -l 4. 

However. Central’s best 
score came on the sixth board, 
where Harding scored a 
superb four wins and a draw. 


In retrospect, it should be 
added that CentraFs showing 
is no great surprise — the 
team has been coming along 
nicely in the past year or so. 

And the school's chess ef¬ 
forts have finally paid off with 
a great schools championship 
and a triumph over senior 
high schools as well. 

It's certainly an excellent 
example for other Island 
schools to follow.

following his election as 
executive vice-president of 
the congress, and in¬ 
ternational aspects of 
unionism became his prime 
interest. 

Regarded by some as an 
interim president because of 
his age. he is moving into 
office at a time when he will 
have to fight to maintain some 
unity in his executive. 

But the task, he says, 
doesn’t bother him. 

For a start, he has learned 
there is a lot of difference 
between delegates' opinions 
and the realities of life on the 
executive of the congress. 

And while there are urgings 
that the congress, for in¬ 
stance. should force unions if 
necessary to win Canadian 
autonomy, even the executive 
members elected on this 
platform will find it difficult to 
push too hard on a policy 
which could see some in¬ 
ternationals, such as the 
building trades unions, pull 
out of the congress. 

As with most union leaders, 
his official life hasn’t left too 
much time for a private life, 
but that hasn't prevented his 
children from taking an in¬ 
terest in union affairs as they 
grew up. 

Morris has four children, a 
daughter and three sons, aged 
19 to 28. 

His oldest son, a member of 
the Paperworkers union in 


Hull. Quebec, is particularly 
active in union affairs. 

But when Morris has the 
chance, he escapes totally 
from the world of labor 
troubles. 

“Of course. I have to do a lot 
of reading that has to do with 
business, but when I get away 
I read escapist literature." 
Science fiction and mystery 
stories are the kind he men¬ 
tioned. 

And for real relaxation he 
turns to his record collection. 

“I guess I have wide- 
ranging tastes in what's 
known as the good music 
scene," says Morris. “I like 
everything from Beethoven to 
Bacharach.”

Dear Tabby: 

I have a female dog six 
months old that will soon be in 
season. 1 have been told I 
should let it have one litter 
before spaying, keep one of 
the litter and have the rest 
destroyed. 1 haven’t what it 
takes to kill puppies and yet 
I'm not sure where I could find 
homes for them. Would it 
affect the dog if it was spayed 
now? 

MissG. 

Dear Miss G: 

The fallacy still persists 
that dogs and cats should not 
be spayed until after one 


litter. There has never been 
any medical proof that 
spaying a dog or cat prior to 
its first heat is harmful. 

Like yourself, many pet 
owners will keep most of the 
litter rather then destroy 
them. But after weaning, 
what’s to do with them? 

Finding homes isn’t easy. 
Puppies and kittens are 
foisted on people who, in turn, 
get tired of the pet and either 
give it away to someone or 
abandon it on the assumption 
that the domesticated animals 
know how to fend for them¬ 
selves. 

Spay your dog now. The 
younger the animal, the easier 
it is. and you are helping to 
retard the population ex¬ 
plosion which has reached 
epidemic proportions, 
primarily caused by backyard 
breeders, thoughtless owners 
who permit dogs to breed 
twice a year and cats three 
times a year, and who don’t 
care about what happens to 
the offspring. Killing an 
animal after it is born is 
barbaric and ineffective. 

Pet owners still believing 
the old saw about keeping one 
from a litter are adding 
progeny after progeny along 
with the backyard breeder 

As for those who permit 
impregnation so that their 


children may seethe “miracle 
of birth". I suggest they take 
their children to any 
municipal shelter-pound and 
let them watch the "miracle 
of death.” 

Chloroform boxes are 
generally used to asphyxiate 
puppies and kittens. Larger 
animals are placed in gas or 
decompression chambers, 
electrocuted or injected with 
an overdose of drugs. 

Shelter people do not like 
the task. “To relieve the 
suffering of a sick, injured or 
homeless animal is an act of 
humanity,” says one. "But to 
systematically kill millions of 
healthy, intelligent cats and 
dogs merely as a public . 
convenience is a degrading 
business. But it’s necessary 
because if we don't, somebody 
else will, and possibly in a 
very inhumane way.” 

Male dogs and cats should 
be neutered.

China herbal 
take west by 


cures 

storm 
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Herbs for aches and pains 


Chinese herbal medicine is 
rapidly replacing the oriental 
art of acupuncture as a fad 
interest, particularly with 
herbs purported to relieve 
less-severe forms of arthritis, 
according to the president of 
Victoria Medical Society. 

“For many years Western 
medicine has been at a 
premium in China,” said Dr, 
Charles Ireland. “For a long 
time that country has relied 
on folk medicine. 

“Now, with the acupuncture 
fad dying, there is an ex¬ 
plosion of interest in bringing 
Chinese folk medicine to 
North America.” 

Because Western medics 
have yet to find a cure for 
various forms of arthritis, 
said Ireland, there is par¬ 
ticular public interest in 
Chinese herb pills which are 
claimed to ease arthritic 
suffering. 

“I had one patient - and I 
know of a couple of others - 
who dropped regular 
medication for herb pills,” 
said Ireland. “The arthritic 
symptoms disappeared for a 
couple of weeks but eventually 


came back - which will often 
happen with a placebo.” 

The ingredients in the pills 
are probably innocuous, he 
said, “otherwise the federal 
food and drug directorate 
would not allow them to be 
sold. 

“As in all medicine, there’s 
probably some good done 
because you believe in it. It 
(herbal medicine) doesn't 
need to be thrown out entirely 
but people should use common 
sens . . .” 

Ireland said many im¬ 
portant modern drugs are 
herbal in a sense, since they 
are made from plants. 
“Digitalis is the prime 
example,” he said. 

In Victoria’s Chinatown, 
sales are becoming brisk in 
shops selling herbal remedies 
for kidney and bladder 
trouble, headache, psoriasis, 
upset stomach, piles and 
arthritis. 

But the biggest seller by far 
is for the latter. It is a plastic 
vial containing 60 black pea¬ 
shaped pills smelling strongly 
like curry. 

The pills, manufactured by

Even in this so-called permissive age, many a young man’s 
fancy lightly turns to thoughts of sports cars in Spring. 

And as May has so colorfully arrived in Victoria and the sun 
deigns to shine, it is opportune to contemplate open-car 
motoring, as provided by the sports car. 

Singles have always joined to make couples so there is little 
demand for single-seat transport. From the early days 
motorcycles were converted into forecars or had trailers or 
sidecars attached to them for this very reason. 

Solo motorcycles acquired “flapper-brackets” or Tansads 
on which the girls of the '20s perched. Perhaps this is how the 
two-seater sports car was born and why it has persisted for so 
many decades. 

Victoria is one of few places on the globe to still have open- 
top buses — but gone are the openable tourers and Detroit 
convertibles. Only GM produce an open car and that’s a 
traditional two-seater. 

There are signs that homo sapiens has become soft and 
doesn’t much care for the fresh air on the open road Fur- 
trimmed flying helmets are these days for the hardy minority, a 
dying race. Nevertheless, today’s sports cars hark back to a 


tougher, healthier past and survive in ever-increasing numbers, 
though most are imported models. 

Just after the war the Abingdon MGs represented Britain's 
most profitable exports to the U.S. and apart from the hot 
Datsun Z-car and a few exotics like the Alfa Romeo, Ferrari, 
Maserati and Aston Martin, which come more in the category of 
GT cars, the sports cars seen in the greatest numbers are still 
mainly British made. 

This market is the preserve of Austin-Healey Sprite, Jaguar 
E-type, Lotus, MG Midget and MG-B, Triumph Spitfire and 
Triumph TR6. 

These cars offer fun, fresh air and a sense of controllability 
and zest not imparted by many sedan cars, even if most of the 
sports car’s components derive from the latter, so that their 
performance is often not much more impressive. 

The day of the magic “ton” top speed aimed at by sports car 
manufacturers for so many years is at an end and the more 
exotic names are reaching for their second century. Mercedes 
Benz has joined three Wankel engines under the hood of a 
prototype sports car easily capable of 180 m.p.h. and Jaguar has 
made 100 m.p.h. motoring comfortable and quiet with the 
remarkably inexpensive V-12. 


the Nan-lien Pharmaceutical 
Company in Hong Kong 
contain 23 herbal ingredients 
such as “nardostacbys 

jatamansi” and “paeonia 
albiflora pall” to eash such 
discomforts as “obstetrical 
pheumatism, anemophobia, 
sour knees and helcosis.” 

“Across the street there’s a 
price war on these pills,” says 
58-year-old Michael Brenner, 
a Yugoslav-Canadian who 
runs a herbalist shop at 560 
Fisgard. 

Brenner, whose pirce is $3 a 
bottle, said he supplies the 
pills to about 400 arthritics in 
Victoria and through the 
mails to scores of others in 
Eastern Canada and the U.S. 

“My goodness, I didn’t know 
there were so many arthritics 
in this city alone,” he said. 
“But I tell you, they feel a lot 
better with these pills than 
with any amount of aspirin." 

Most customers are repeat 
buyers, says Brenner. “Even 
doctors are picking up these 
pills.” 

During the interview a 
young woman and her tot 
entered Brenner’s store: 

“Do you have the arthritis 
pills?” 

“How bad is it?” 

“It’s not for me--for my 
grandmother.” 

“How bad is she?” 

"In her Hands . . 

“Cramps?” 

“Yes." 

“Then she should take six 
pills twice a day for two days, 
then five pills twice for the 
next two days, four for two 
days and so forth until she 
feels better.” 

Brenner, who opened his 
shop last year, said he tells all 
buyers how many pills to take 
and how to reduce the dose 


"If some people don’t cut 
back, they can get heart 
flutter,” he said. 

He also hands out a printed 
diet for arthritics with every 
pill purchase — one that 
eliminates sweets and star¬ 
ches and advises that or¬ 
dinary tea will kill the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the herb 
compound. 

Brenner stresses that the 
pill is not a cure for anything. 
“It’s only a relief. Not even a 
doctor can use the word 
‘cure’.” 

Skeptics, he said, have been 
very surprised by the effects 
of the herb treatment. 

“It was kind of a shock to 
me even, when I started 
selling them. I couldn’t 
believe)6 it - how powerful 
the results were. But in China, 
you know, they don’t use 
anything but herbs.” 

On the wall of the tiny shop 
are Brenner’s degree from the 
Cominion Herbal College, a 
certificate of incorporation for 
his International Human 
Rights League, and a framed 
scroll naming him “Per¬ 
sonality of the Day” by a local 
radio station. 

Brenner, who smoked 
standard cigarettes 
throughout the interview, 
gave this reply when told the 
habit has proven harmful to 
health: 

“That’s what you think. 
Ever meet a doctor who 
doesn’t smoke? Tobacco is a 
herb.” 

A few minutes later, across 
the street at Wing’s Market, 
an elderly lady with a Scottish 
brogue took directions from 
the proprietor: 

"You take five tablets, with 
a glass of warm water . .

Cold, pests hit crops 


Crops on Vancouver Island 
and the lower mainland are 
hit badly as a result of cold, 
wet dull weather and in¬ 
vasions of parasites. 

Island crops have been the 
hardest hit by the weather. All 
fruit trees are late in budding. 
Some strawberries are suf¬ 
fering from root rot because of 
wet soil. Loganberries are late 
but raspberries are in good 
condition. 

Mummy berry disease is 
active among blueberries, 
reports the horticultural 
branch of the agriculture 
department. Bacterial blight 
is evident in raspberry 
fruiting laterals and several 
serious outbreaks of bud 
weevil have occurred. 

The department reports 
some root weevil injury is 
evident in strawberry plan¬ 
tings and more is anticipated 

In contrast, the level of 
overwintering two-spotted 
mites is much lower this 
spring 


The weather has delayed 
most vegetable crops on the 
island and made many 
greenhouse crops soft and 
late. 

All vegetable crops are 
behind in growth on the 
mainland. Production of 
greenhouse vegetables has 
been good, however, although 
there are some problems with 
roughness on early tomato 
trusses. 

Production of floral crops 
has been reduced through too 
much rain. 

Good weather in the 
Okanagan-Similkameenshould 
result in fine crops this 
season. 


Except for apricots and 
cherries, heavy production is 
expected in fruit trees, as well 
as with grapes, vegetable 
plantings are on schedule. 

Floral crops are smaller 
there because of the above- 
average rainfall. 

A heavy tree fruit crop in 


the Kootenays is also expected 
although cytospora disease 
has damaged some McIntosh 
apple trees.

Bird sanctuary

An outright gift of 80 choice 
acres on Vancouver Island 
lias been made to the federal 
wildlife service by a Canadian 
couple who now live in San 
Francisco. 

The forested land at the 
estuary of the Little Qualicum 
river is the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sherwood Marshall. At a 
recent press conference, 
Marshall estimated the land 
to be valued at about $250,000. 

The property will be kept in 
perpetuity as a migratory bird 
sanctuary. Other forms of 
wildlife on the land will be 


Clive McKee, one of the 
busiest men on the labor scene 
in B.C., has been appointed 
industrial inquiry com¬ 
missioner in yet another 
contract dispute.

Marshall’s father, the 
late Sherwood Marshall Sr., is 
also to be honored. It was 
from his estate that the 
Marshalls acquired the 
property. 

The sanctuary is open to the 
public. A number of im¬ 
provements is planned, said a 
service spokesman, including 
nature walks and a viewing 
tower.

Parent easy choice 
for Smythe trophy 


It was only a formality, for 
there never had been any real 
doubt but that the Smythe 
Trophy would go to Bernie 
Parent if Philadelphia Flyers 
won the Stanley Cup. 

Parent, who was superb 
throughout the playoffs, and 
fittingly got his first Stanley 
Cup shutout in the game which 
won the Stanley Cup, is the 
fourth goalkeeper to be judged 
the most valuable player in 
the playoffs. 

Roger Crozier was the first, 
winning in 1966 although his 
team, the Detroit Red Wings, 
lost the final to Montreal 
Canadiens. 

Glenn Hall was also a 
Stanley Cup loser when he was 
picked in 1968, the St. Louis 
Blues also running afoul of the 
Canadiens in the final. 
However, in 1971, Canadiens 
produced a winner of their 
own, Ken Dryden having a 
truly phenomenal playoff to 
lead his club to their fifth cup 
victory in seven years. 

That Bruins should lose in 
the final because of the 
goalkeeping of Parent is an 
odd story with more than a 
trace of irony. 

Parent, a mustachioed, 
slightly-chunky 29-year-old 
started his hockey in the 
Boston chain, playing for the 
junior Niagara Falls Flyers. 
He had spent part of two 
seasons with the Bruins when 


the first expansion draft came 
along in June. 1967, and the 
Bruins, believing themselves 
well protected in goal with 
Gerry Cheevers and Ed 
Johnston on hand, left Parent 
unprotected. 

Not only did they leave 
Parent unprotected, but the 
Flyers also came away with a 
second Boston goalkeeper who 
was to become a standout — 
Doug Favell. 

The Flyers traded Parent to 
Toronto Maple Leafs in 1971, 
also giving up a second draft 
choice and in return getting 
Bruce Gamble as a backup for 
Favell, forward Mike Walton 
and the Maple Leafs* first 
draft choice. (The Flyers later 
traded Walton to Boston for 
Rick MacLeish, who shot the 
winning goal on Sunday).

His brilliant 
clutch puck-stopping was 
what kept his hard-working 
teammates from sagging, 
time and again providing a lift 
when it was most needed. 


PHILADELPHIA - It took 
only seven seasons, and it was 
no fluke. 

Philadelphia Flyers, born in 
1967 in the first National 
Hockey League expansion 
draft, reached the top Sunday 
afternoon by winning the 
Stanley Cup. 

They did it with a 1-0 victory 
before more than 17,000 
gloriously-excited fans in the 
banner-bedecked Spectrum to 
end the best-of-seven final 
against Boston Bruins in the 
sixth game.

Shero and Allen finish job 
started in Philly by Poile 


Victoria hockey fans who go back to the time when this city 
had a club in the Western Hockey League have a sort of a special 
interest in the Philadelphia Flyers. The Flyers are largely the 
product of a couple of likeable veterans — Bud Poile and Keith 
Allen — who had more than a little success when they operated 
in the WHL. 

Poile, who recently was employed by Vancouver Canucks, 
was the first general-manager the Flyers had, and there has 
been a tendency to overlook his role in the building of the most- 
successful of the expansion clubs. 

Poile presided at the expansion draft in 1967. and his astute 
judgment resulted in the Flyers acquiring Bernie Parent and 
Doug Favell, Gary Dornhoefer, Joe Watson and Ed Van Impe. 
Poile was still with the Flyers when they drafted Bobby Clarke, 
who, incidentally, was picked up at the insistence of scout Jerry 
Melnyk, another former WHL performer. Dave Schultz, Don 
Saleski and Simon Nolet are other players still with the club who 
came to Philadelphia while Poile was in charge. 

And, of course, one of Poile’s best moves, as time has 
shown, was one of his first. It was the signing of Allen, coaching 
Seattle Totems at the time, as the Flyers' first coach. 

Allen, who let it be known that he didn't plan to make 
coaching a career, finished first and third in his two seasons as 
coach, but the Flyers never got past the first round of the 
playoffs either time. 

Then in December, i960, Poile and the Flyers came to a 
parting of the ways, and Allen, who had moved up to be assistant 
general-manager earlier in the year, replaced his patron as top 
man. 

Allen, a native of Saskatoon who spent 23 years in 
professional hockey’s minor leagues as player, coach and 


manager, wasn't an immediate success. The Flyers missed the 
playoffs in two of his first three seasons as general manager, but 
then things suddenly turned when he picked Fred Shero to take 
over as coach. 

Allen made two important player moves before he joined 
forces with Shero, getting Kick MacLeish and Danny Schock 
from Boston Bruins in exchange for Mike Walton and picking up 
Barry Ashbee from Hershey of the American League. 

Since the arrival of Shero. the Flyers have acquired the 
depth of talent that gave them a championship roster. 

They made an excellent deal with Los Angeles Kings in 
1972, acquiring Ross Lonsberrv and Bill Flett (also Ed Joval and 
Jean Potvin) in exchange for Bill Lesuk. Jim Johnson and 
Serge Bernier. Orest Kindrachuk, passed up in the junior draft, 
was acquired for a song. Potvin was traded for the useful Terry 
Crisp, and the junior draft in the past two years has added Tom 
Bladon, Bill Barber, Bill Clement and Jim Watson. 

And. to make it all really pay off. the Flyers reacquired 
Parent this year in exchange for Favell. 

Parent was the little extra the Flyers needed. Last season, 
with Favell playing exceptionally well, they finished in a 
second-place tie with 85 points — their highest total in their first 
six seasons. But thev lost in the Stanlev Cup semi-finals. 

This season, with Parent spectacular, the Flyers led the 
West Division, and had the second-best team total with 112 
points — only one fewer than the number amassed by the 
Bruins. 

It's been quite a season for Allen, who has already won the 
Sporting News Trophy as the NHL executive-of-the-year. His 
man, Shero, is by any yardstick, the coach-of-the-year, and the 
Flyers are undoubtedly the team-of-the-year.

Indy pole position 



INDIANAPOLIS - Veteran- 
Johnny Rutherford and young 
Mike Hiss recorded the fastest 
times on the second and Tinal 
day of Indianapolis 500 
qualifying runs but only Hiss 
earned a favored spot on the 
starting grid for the May 26 
speedway classic. 

Both exceeded 190 miles per 
hour for the 10-mile test and 
Hiss earned the outside spot 
on the front row of the 33-car 
grid, bumping Mike Mosley to 
the second row. 

Hiss, the 1972 Speedway 
Rookie of the year, will line up 
along side pole-sitter A.J. 
Foyt, whose qualifying speed 
of 191.632 mph a week earlier 
stood up, and Wally Dallen- 
bach. Dailenbach has been the 
centre of a controversy after 
qualifying in a car equipped 
with a ‘big blower’ which 
rivals claimed offset a little 
pop-off valve installed on all 
cars before the trials, and 
which produced up to 106 
extra horsepower. 


Speedway officials have 
rejected appeals of other 
drivers that Dailenbach and 
other members of the Patrick 
Racing Team be disqualified 
but have ruled that the ‘big 
blowers’ must be used by the 
team during the race.

Peninsula has own plan* 


Central Saanich will move 
this week to stop a move by 
the Capital Region Board to 
impose a unrealistic 
development plan on the 
municipality. 

A community development 
plan, which has been two 
years in the making, will be 
presented to the board by the 
municipality in hopes that it 
will be accepted and adopted 
as the official plan for the 
area. 

The regional board's latest 
proposal (plan B) for the 
Saanich Peninsula 
municipality sets a population 
ceiling of 8,300 for the area 
until the year 2001. 


A municipal official said the 
regional board has not come 
up with any drawings for its 
latest development plan. It 
also has not explained how it 
arrived at the population 
figures. 

“Our current population is 
about 7.000 and according to 
statistics the natural 
population growth is 1.52 per 
cent a year. So the board's 
figures are unrealistic." he 
said. 

He also pointed out that the 
regional board's plan B was 
not economically feasible 
because if a municipality is 
not allowed to grow in 


population it will soon go 
bankrupt. 

The community plan to be 
presented by the municipality 
recommends that about 80 per 
cent of the land remain for 
agricultural use and open 
space. 

The residential areas will 
mainly be from Turgoose 
Point north on the eastern side 
of the municipality. Brent¬ 
wood in the west, and in 
Saanichton in the central part 
“This community plan will 
allow for about 16,000 
residents up to the year 2001, 
the official said. 

The plan also calls for a 


small industrial area near 
Keating and possibly a small 
mobile home park near Mt. 
Newton high school. "There 
are no allowances in the plan 
for large shopping plazas. 

Any shopping facilities will 
strictly be of the small neigh¬ 
borhood type," he said.

Stock market sad sag 
looks like fixture 


The stock market is sagging 
and will continue to be bad, 
regardless of who wins the 
July 8 federal election, ac¬ 
cording to H. J. Kennedy, 
Victoria manager of 
Richardson Securities of 
Canada. 

"What the market needs is 
some sign that inflation is in 
check or at least levelling off. 
There is no indication any 
federal party can deliver that 
promise," Kennedy said. 

No matter who wins — or 


whether there is a majority or 
minority government — it 
appears that inflation will 
continue to soar in North 
America this summer and the 
market will continue to be 
weak. 

Kennedy said the market is 
basically responding to 
economic, rather than 
political factors. 

There was a Canadian 
market slump when the 
federal election was called, 
but this was more in response

by party chiefs 

The leaders of Canada's three major political parties will 
make four visits each to B.C. before the July 8 federal election. 

NDP leader David Lewis was the first to arrive. He was in 
Vancouver Thursday to deliver a speech to delegates to the 
Canadian Labor Congress convention. The three later visits by 
Lewis are set for May 22. June 9-11 and June 29-July 2. 

Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau’s first campaign visit will 
be May 23 or 24 with a stop somewhere on the Lower Mainland. 
Dates of the other B.C. trips have not been set 

Conservative Leader Robert Stanfield will make his first 
visit ardund the end of May. Dates of the other trips will be 
announced later. 

Social Credit leader Real Caouette is to make at least one 
trip to B.C., but the date has not been announced. 

Things stay on 
lean side at the 
Vancouver exchange 

The lean days continued on Vancouver Stock Exchange 
during the week ended May 17 with a daily average of only 1.4 
million shares changing hands. 

The exchange estimates its break-even level at 2 million 
shares per day. 

The slump continues on all fronts with no new discoveries to 
spur the speculative mines and oils. A rare winner was Highland 
Queen, in the interim list, which traded 36,200 shares and rose 30 
cents to $2.70. Rainbow rose 15 cents to $1.15 on 66,900 shares. 

The industrial list was sluggish. 


to the federal budget, not the 
defeat of the government. 

Proposals to increase 
taxation on natural resource 
companies were the cause of a 
considerable sell-off. 

Kennedy said the slump 
indicates that investors feel 
increased taxation can be 
expected on natural resources 
no matter what the election 
result is. 

He said there is increasing 
public pressure for a larger 
share of the revenue from non¬ 
renewable resources and all 
parties are reacting to the 
public demand. 

The effect on the market has 
been profound. 

American investors, who 
have been buying heavily into 
Canadian natural resource 
stocks on the strength of high 
prices for copper and oil, now 
are selling out because of 
concern about taxation 
policies. 

Both the federal and 
provincial governments are 
moving vigorously into that 
field and the companies are 
being hit from both sides. 

While the present outlook is 
somewhat gloomy, the market 
could turn around quickly an^ 
dramatically once inflate 
comes under control, Kennedy 
said. 

This could happen at any 
time but to be effective would 
have to be on a North 
American basis. Investors 
will have to watch for signs 
from the United States as well 
as from Canada. 

It has been announced the 
rate of inflation in the U.S. for 
the first quarter was 11.5 per 
cent. Economists had forecast 
a rate of 10.8 per cent. 

While the market has been 
sagging, investors have been 
busy speculating in other 
fields, Kennedy said. 


Commodities have been 
getting a good play, especially 
grain futures. 

Speculation has also been 
brisk in gold, silver and 
foreign currencies. 

Real estate gambles have 
also drained off some money 
that normally would go into 
the stock market and the 10 
per cent interest rate on some 
bonds and trust company 
deposits is also proving at¬ 
tractive under present 
economic conditions. 

Signs to watch for in a 
market receovery are three¬ 
fold, Kennedy said. 

There would have to be a 
check on inflation, a lessening 
demand for money and a 
slight reduction in interest 
rates. 

"If we return to a tight 
money situation the market 
will become strong again."
